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Tue accompanying illustration represents the improved GATLING GUN and 
feed magazine. This new feed is positive iméits action, and by it the gun can be 
fired, at the rate of 1,200 shots per minute, at al/ degrees of elevation and depression. 
These results have never been attained by any other fire-arm. 

This improved feed has not only increased the direct fire, but it is of inestimable 
value in enabling the gun to deliver high angle or mortar fire, so as to drop the 
bullets, with deadly effect, on men behind entrenched positions, at all distances from 
200 to 8,500 yards. Tables of elevations and distances have been established, to 
obtain with certainty the above results. Experiments prove that the bullets so die- 
charged come down nearly in a perpendicular line and with sufficient force to 
penetrate from two to three inches of timber. 

With this feed there is no possible chance for the cartridges to jam, even when 
the gun is worked by men inexperienced in its use. It is, beyond doubt, the most 
valuable improvement ever made in machine guns. 

The Ordnance Board, U.8. Army, in their report of the trials of the Gatlirg 
gun, thus improved, say: ‘‘ The feed 1s positive in action and entirely independent 
of the force of gravity. It is all that is claimed for it.” General 8. YV. Bénet, Chief 
of Ordnance, U. 8. Army, in his endorsement on this report, says: ‘‘ It is believed 
that the modified Gatling gun, with the new feed, has about reached the utmost 
limit of improvement.” He also recommends liberal appropriations for the purchase 
of Gatling guns. 

In a trial before a Board of Naval Officers, at the Navy-yard in Washington, 
D. C., 816 cartridges were fired in 41 4-10 seconds, and 102 in 2 6-10 seconds. Their 
report says: ‘‘The Board were unable to produce any imperfect action in eithe 
mecharism or feed.”

MODERN TACTICS. 


Some months ago the Journat and Lieutenant 
Whistler appeared to be in accord with the Napoleonic 
maxim, that a nation should change its system of tac- 
tics every ten years, and our ‘‘ Upton” seemed likely to 
be superseded without the opportunity of a trial upon 
the field of battle. Based upon the manceuvres of the 
mounted arms of the Service, it undoubtedly contains 
many defects ; but that of enumeration is probably ex- 
aggerated. Even in a company, some sort of subdivi- 
sion is necessary, and in one way or another, counting, 
or calling off, right, left, etc., is generally practiced in 
the armies of the world. If there exist but a simple 
division into platoons, it will be impossible to preserve 
their equality during combat; in short, there is usually 
organization before, and invariably disorganization after 
abattle. The only thing to be done is to diminish the 
causes of the latter as much as possible, and this Lieu- 
tenant Whistler proposed to effect by permitting enu- 
meration in Minor, while he probibited it in Grand Tac- 
ties—one thing for peace and another for war! 

Much was said by Lieutenant Whistler about the Ger- 
man company column now so generally copied in Eu- 
rope; but Lieutenant Greene, in his excellent work on 
the late war between Russia and Turkey, seems to think 
our advance by the flank of subdivisions, not a poor 
substitute therefor. Probably each is best suited to the 
organization to which it pertains. If we accept the 
company column, should we not take the German organ- 
jzation as well? And in that event will our enlisted 
strength be increased or the number of officers dimin- 
ished ? 

Lieutenant-Colonel Molt6 é Izquierdo, of the Spanish 
army—but some of your readers may be surprised that 
anything good or new can come out of old Spaia! To 
such let me say that the great rerfection to which the 
tactical systems of Europe have been brought to-day, is 
principally due to Captain General Manuel de la Concha, 
Marquis of Duero, ‘‘to whom,” writes no less a person- 
age than Field-Marshal Von Moltke, ‘‘ belongs priority 
in the exposition of the idea of the present dis- 
persed order,” etc. As early as 1864 he made the 
most radical changes in the tactics of the 
Spanish army: abbreviated the manual of arms; 
removed the useless distinctions previously existing 
between the front and rear rank, the head and rear of 
the column and the right and left of a line of battle; 
abolished the countermarch, ali movements by inver- 
sion and the wheel, substituting therefor the turn, both 
when marching and froma halt. The Spanish Infan- 
try is, and has always been, held in high estimation in 
Europe. 

Lieutenant Colonel Mollé é Izquierdo, I was about to 
write, severely criticizes the present German formation 
in three ranks; and, indeed, it seems to be Lased upon 
the primitive disposition prescribed by Marius for the 
Romaa army, and also used by the Greeks of about the 
fame period. The third rank being useless for the all- 
important purpose of firing, is utilized as skirmishers, 
who dart through the intervals in the line of battle and 
harass the enemy, very much as did the Velites and 
Pailoi, respectively, the Roman and Greek light infan- 
try of that epoch. 

It is not my object at this late day to discuss, much 
les to criticize the synopsis of Lieutenant Whistler's 
Manual, but I cannot forbear to ask what especial ad- 
Vantage his formation of column of fours possesses over 
that of Upton, beyond the insignificant difference of 
time in the wheel by fours and by twos, which is com- 
pensated for by the previous opening of the ranks re- 
quired in the lutter case; and to predict that few will 
accept his ‘‘ port arms” as a necessary or even conve- 
nient intermediate position, common to all changes in 
the manual of arms. Why, for example, should one 
Come to port arms in order to pass the rifle from the 
right shoulder to a carry, and vice versa? The ten- 
dency of European systems is to suppress all that is not 
abtolutely necessary in the manual, and it is a recognized 

that our present arms port has no real use except 
0 furnish a convenient position for opening and closing 
the breech-block, and hence for a rapid inspection of, 
Without takizg, the piece. 

The European systems of infantry tactics bear the 

dates of adoption as shown by the volumes 





before me, which are supposed to be the latest editions, 
although in many cases they have been amended or 
altered by general orders: 

Germany (February, 1843, reformed in 1869, again 
in 1870, and finally approved), March 1, 1876; France 
June 12, 1875; Belgium, April 22, 1874; Italy, June 
30, 1876; Austria, , 1874. From which we see 
that Italy has the most recently adopted system. 

The length and cadence of the quickstep, taken from 
the tactics ef the above dates, differ from the table that 
lately appeared in the correspondence of the JourNAL, 
and is as follows :

From this it will be seen that Germany prescribes the 
longest and the United States the shortest step, while 
England and Italy lead in the number of steps per 
minute. With the exception of Belgium, which has 
the same cadence, we also take fewer steps to the 
minute than any nation in Europe. 

Many differences exist, even in the school of the 
soldier, in these various tactics. The Austriaus face 
twice to the left instead of executing the about as we 
do, and are instructed to march crawling and to fire 
sitting down. Their system possesses the simplest 
manual of arms, little bayonet exercise, and the most 
complete instruction in target firing. It does not admit 
the turn, and retains the countermarch. The English 
school of the suldier appears to be the most complicated. 
The French make the about in three movements. The 
Belgians have not the turn, and effect a change of front 
vy facing one wing about and wheeling the entire bat- 
talion upon a central pivot. With the exception of the 
Germans, al) form habitually in two ranks; and con- 
trary to the generally received : opinion, all formed the 
square when threatened by cavalry. In all of the 
systems mentioned the manual of arms is much shorter 
than in Upton, only the most necessary positions and 
movements being retained. The same may be said of 
bayonet practice. Lieut.-Col. Molté é Izquierdo com 
mends the individual instruction of the Austrian sys- 
tem, the practical evolutions of the German apd the 
movements in company column of the Italian. 

Finally, if we sre to have a change in our infantry 
tactics, would it not be well to transiate all of the above 
systems into English and publish them? This task 
probably could not be performed by one officer, nor 
would it pay him; but three or four could readily ac- 
complish it. Such a volume would be useful for refer- 
ence to the Army and Navy at large, and especially to 
any commission appointed to prepare or examine a sys- 
tem of tactics; and the Government might aid in, and 
perhaps assume the expense of, its publication. For my 
part, I would undertake the translation of the present 
French and Spanish tactics. L.

RECEPTION TO MAJOR GENERAL H, J. HUNT. 
(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
Newport Barracgs, Ky., Sept. 17, 1883. 


The mombers of the }Army Club, Newport Barracks, tend- 
ered a reception in honor of Bvt. Major General Henry J. 
Hont, U. 8. A., commanding the Department of the South, 
at 8 o'clock P. M., Friday, September 14, 1883, The han1- 
some invitatious were issued only to the resident, non-resi- 
dent and associate members of the organization, together 
with a few personal friends and relatives of the General, 1n- 
vited at his special request. The inner page contained a 
brief record of the brilliant services of this gallant old 
soldier. 

Here was recorded the last martial command of a brave 
genera], whose history is also that of a nation through her 
proudest conquests and at her most perilous epochs. ‘Thus 
diappears frum the military heavens a star, whose bright- 
ness is unsurpassed, For the last time is sheathed the 
sword of a commander, the powerful blows of whose formid- 
able artillery have weighed dowo the scales of fortune in 
favor of universal freedom on more than one bloody field. 
Yet this retirement does not terminate the active service 
in the nobler, walks of peace of a soldier, the fundamental 
article of whose of “ political, pkilanthrophic and religious 
creed is the brotherhood of man.” 

By nine o'clock p. m.a large and gallant array of officers 
of the Army and Navy, and prominent citizens of Cincinnati, 
Newport and Covington, associate meuarbers of the club, had 
gathered in the club rooms. Promptly at this time Colonel 
Henry C. Corbin, Asstant Adjutant General, Department of 
the South, called Gen, Hunt to the front, and in presenting 
him with the handsome desk from the officers of the depart- 
ment staff and the garrison of Newport Barracks, delivered, 
with visiole emotion, a handsome and appropriate address. 

The general with tears in his eyes briefly replied that he 
was completely taken by surprise. It was a source of great 
pleasure to him to see the kind feeling which all had for 
him, expressed upon this occasion. He heartily appreciated 
it. Admitting the charge of modesty as mude in Col. Cor- 
bin’s speech, he pleaded the same quality as an excuse for 
his failure to express at this time the warm feeling he had 
for all present. The desk would serve as a reminder to him 
in the future of those who presented it, and he would obey 
their injunction to write.

THE PENSION BUREAU. 


Or the appropriation of $100,000,009 for the payment of 
pensions for the fiscal year which ended June 30, 1883, $30,- 
000,000 remained unexpended, and was reappropriated for 
the present fi-cal year, making the sum available for the ex- 
peuses of the Pension Bureau about $100,000,000. Commis- 
missioner Dudley thinks there will te anotber large 
surplus at the end of the present fiscal year, in which 
case he will ask to have the surplus reappropriated. He says 
that notwithstanding the probable existence of this large 
surplus the number of pension claims passed upon daring 
the present year will show a large increase over that of last 
year, and attributes the saving to the character of the cases 
aud the efficiency af the examiners. Commissioner Dadley 
i4 also of the opinion that he will be enabled to reduce the 
number of employee#in the Pension Bureau from 1,509 to 
1,250 for the next fiscal year.

Tue new official danger and distress and storm signal code 
for Bignal Service sea coast stations and mariners have been 
blished by the Chief Signal Office. Coston night signals 
ave been adapted to the signals of the international code, 
The signal white-green—red-green is adopted as a distin- 
guishivng night signal for the Signal Service sea-coast 
stations’ and will always be shown from such stations in 
—— a signal of distress, aud will be burned whenever 
a wreck is discovered to notify the wreck that a 
Bignal Service station is near and that communica- 
cation can be had by use of Coston signals in this book. 
Avy eee contained in the international code or official 
danger and distress signals can be signalled by exhibiting in 
order the Coston signals corresponding to the 
letters of the international code found opposite the message. 
The plain white light of the Coston signal will be used as the 
ordinary answering signal, The preparatory signal of the 
code is red-white. The preparatory chonal is used, of course, 
asacode signal, which enables any ove seeing it to know 
that it is the international night signal code, If the prepara- 
al has been seen those aeneiing will know thia by 
having a reply with the answering light, a white light. Then 
the party signalling can goon and burn his successive sig- 
nals for any messages he may have to send,

NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapouis, Md,, Sept. 19, 1883, 


The naval court martial for the trial of naval cadets 
charged with hazing fourth classmen ended its work yester- 
day. It was the lengthiest ever known in the annals of the 
Academy. The seventeen cases that were tried developed 
the fact that there was no harsh hazing whatever, Most of 
it was harmless fun, which the fourth classmen took in good 
part. Disroissals are thought severe treatment ; but the ca- 
dets here sinned with their eyes opén, knowing all the while 
the law and sentiment of the country were against hazing. 

Mr. B. Traphnell, the first cadet who was tried, and who 
was subsequently dismissed for hazing, declares “ B. J.” are 
unlucky initials, ‘Chey stand for his name, and * B.” stands 
for * Bilging,”” and he expects it will * Bury” him ;. also 
tbat 17 is an ill-favored number; thatthe ship sailed from 
Annapolis on the 17th; that it arrived at Portsmouth, N. H., 
on the 17th ; he was indicted aa hazing on the 17th; that 
the number of bazers wes 17, and his age when dismissed 
was 17. 

The very air of Annapolis was filled with hazing odors 
while the court martial was in progress, One of the sover- 
est things done during the proceedings occurred the other 
evening at the mess hall. hea « cadet is dismissed the 
Academy he is allowed « fow days to fix np his affairs before 
being required to leave. Mr. Moeller, late cadet of the third 
class, dismissed for hazing, was going in to take hislastmeal 
ut the Academy, when the lieutenant in charge of cadets 
sang out, ‘No citizens are allowed to cat hore!” and Mr. 
Moeller, to the great indignation of his classmates, was made 
to beat an ignominious retreat to other quarters. 

The dismissal of Cadet Bird for hazing calls to mind the 
fact that Jast year Oadet Bird's father fairly moved the foun- 
dations of the Academy in his vigorous protests in the name 
of humanity against the way io which his son was b 

The U. 8. ship Santee, at one time or other the home or 
prison of every cadet that has entered the Academy for the 
last ten years, is being stripped of her xpars, preparatory to 
receiving new ones, The old ship is not in the best of order, 
time playing havoc with her timbers, It is said, when it 
rains at bight, the crew have to haut around the berth deck | 
to get a dry place to swing their Lammocks iu.

JUSTICE IN THE ARMY. 


Justion is absolutely essential to discipline in our 
Aimy. Inasmuch as the military is a more arbitrary 
and despotic system than the civil, so is even handed 
justice the more necessary in it. Mercy (which is one 
form of favoritism) should not be confounded with 
kindness. 1t implies wrong known both to the offender 
andthe judge. Justice and mercy are totally incom- 
patible. There can be no such compound as justice 
seasoned with mercy. The least particle of the latter 
destroys the former. In the Army, if not elsewhere, 
it is justice, not mercy, that “is twice bless’d;” it 
blesses him that gives, and him that receives;” and 
as justice conveys double blessings, so does mercy bring 
double evils. The records of our Army sustain the 
assertion that remissions and mitigations of deserved 
penalties smooth the way to repetitions of offences and 
lead offenders deeper aud deeper into trouble. 

But the more common form of favoritism in Army 
management does not come under the head of mercy. 
Many of the recent Army scandals if not attributable to, 
have been promoted by, the purer form of this evil. 
It isa truism that some men cannot stand prosperity. 
In the Army where regularity and strict routine are the 
rule, sudden elevation is dangerous, especially when it 
does not come from established merit. Take for example 
the case of Wasson. A cadet, he was promoted in 
1871 to the grade of 2d lieutenant. After less than two 
years’ service in that grade he resigned; and with- 
out distinction in the Army or out of it he was in 
1876 appointed Paymaster with the rank, pay, and 
emoluments of Major, while his classmates who had 
served faithfully during the time he was out of the 
Army, were still Lieutenants ; many of them in fact are 
Lieutenants to this day. He could not stand the sudden 
and unearned elevation. To him the pay and emolu- 
ments of major seemed so large compared with those of 
his former and proper grade, 2d Lieutenant, that he 
probably thought they would sustain any indulgence, 
even a big game of draw-poker. When his pay 
failed he resorted to the public purse to meet the de- 
trands of habits he never would have formed if he had 
remained a Lieutenant until he grew gradually to higher 
grades. This is no apology for his crimes. It is mere- 
ly an explanation of one of the causes of them. 

Colonel Morrow’s case 1s also in point. He, a young 
Major of Cavalry, received by # mere stroke of the pen, 
the rank, pay and emoluments of Colonel, was trans- 
ferred from the active service and wholesome inflence 
of his regiment to Washington City, where he had lit- 
tle or nothing, to do. He, too, became dizzy and was 
not able to resist the temptations of his new and exalted 
sphere. 

Colonel Nickerson furnishes another example of 
influence, or favoritism. He had shown ability 
and gallantry as a soldier, and had military recom- 
mendations for promotion tu the grade of major in the 
Adjutant-General’s Department. But the contest between 
him and other officers for that position was de 
cided in his favor by political influence. The 
lesson he learned from concentrating and  ap- 
plying that influence to secure his promotion, he sub- 
sequently turned to such account that the military pow- 
ers of the War Department were not able even to 
change his station. He would not leave Washington, 
the source of favors. There, as he is said to have ex- 
Pressed it in a gambler’s figure of speech, he had a 
seat near the dealer, and that was an advantage in the 
game which he was not going to surrender. Nor did 
he surrender it. He held Washington as his station 
from the time he entered the Adjutant General’s De- 
partment by promotion until he left it by voluntary re- 
tirement ; and that was still his residence when he ap. 
peared in the scandals which bear his name.

lowest grades in several of the staff departments 
shall be made from the Army. The rule is 
that seniority shall govern, but there are exceptions 
to the rule, and under these selection has pre- 
cedence. There is a growing tendency to re- 
strict the operation of the rule and increase the 
exceptions. This works badly for the Army. Cer- 
tainly it is objectionable in a military system to have 
mediocrity, especially as it grows old, sit with all the 
weight of the law on active and aspiring energy and 
ability. Promotion based on merit might be of advan- 
tage to the Army, provided relative merit could be ac- 
curately determined and promotion made to conform 
rigidly and impartially to it. But that is impossible in 
our Service, though in times of great and immediate 
danger appointments and promotions may to a limited 
extent be based on real merit. With us, speaking 
broadly, there is no such thing as promotion by merit. 
All promotion that is not by seniority is now, 
aud will continue to be, by (favoritism. The 
Army’s views upon these systems, if clearly 
expressed, would no doubt have some weight. 
It is not easy to secure the attention tu this subject 
which it deserves. Comparatively few of our people 
are willing to concern themselves during the long years 
of peace with preparations for war. Only part of those 
who admit the necessity for activity in that direction 
are able to live up to their convictions. The belief that 
if war should come, we shall be able through the intelli- 
gence, patriotism and pluck of the people to provide for 
it after it gets in sight, is widespread and sincere. White 
the Army is respected for its character and the serv- 
ices it has rendered, people impressed by the fact 
that it is not necessary to our present welfare, do not 
realize that its preservation in the highest state of pro- 
ficiency and efficiency is necessary as an assurance of 
safety in the future. On the easy and agreeable as- 
sumption that we shall have no more wars, Army offi- 
ces come to be regarded as well paid positions, in 
which there is nothing of importance to do, and which 
one man can fill as well as another. Viewed i. this 
way it is quite natural that Army offices in 
time of peace should be used to the fullest extent of 
the law, to reward services, political or personal, rend- 
ered by a candidate or his backers. 

The only protection against this evil seems to be in 
positive laws requiring promotion (in time of peace at 
least), to be by seniority, even to the very top. Some 
points concerning corps and arms of service would 
have to be considered, but they would give rise to no 
practical difficulty. Our liberal and comprehensive sys- 
tem of retirement would prevent serious injury to the 
service from the occupation of high places by worn out 
or broken down men. It would be better for the Army 
to have majorities ia the Pay Devartment filled by pro- 
moting the senior captains in the line, and vacancies in 
the captaincies of the Quartermasters Department and 
Subsistence Departinent filled by promoting the senior 
first lieutenants of the line, than to have them filled as 


at present by so-called selection.

REDUCTION TO THE RANKS. 

A OORRESPONDENT, of military service and experi- 
ence, writes us that, in his opinion, there should be a 
regulation providing for the transfer of non-commis- 
sioned officers reduced to the ranks to other companies 
than those in which the reductions and offences leading 
thereto touk place. This, our correspondent thinks, 
would be a benefit to the service as well as to the sol- 
dier degraded in rank; and he adduces some reasons 
which determine his conclusions, One of these is that 
many soldiers who have suffered reduction are very apt, 
if kept thereafter in their original companies, to sow 
the seeds of dissatisfaction, and inoculate their com- 
rades with their own grievances. 

It is extremely doubtful, however, if the measure 
suggested would be of much benefit. A discontented 
soldier will carry his grievances with him wherever he 
goes, and lose no opportunity to ventilate them wher- 
ever he can find listeners; and those he is sure of in 
one barrack room as well as in another. Besides, we 
incline to the opinion that discipline in the end will 
best be maintained by salutary examples on the spot, 
and a present reminder that offences are not suffered to 
go unpunished. What we commend is a just, but at 
the same time an inflexible, discipline, with no fear of 
results, but ever maintained and exercised with but one 
end in view—the welfare and efficiency of the service. 
Discipline should never be tampered with, nor its effects

Par. 43 of the Regulations of the Army is as follows: 


43, An officer of a mounted corps shall not be separated from 
his regiment except for duty connected with his particular arm, 
(Regs. 1883, par. 37.) 


The detuils of officers of the cavalry arm to duty as 
professors of military science and tactics at civil colleges 
has incited a correspondent to ask us if such details are 
in harmony with this regulation, or if it has been modi- 
fied or repealed. The regulation is still in force, but it 
would appear that the War Department in adopting it 
reserved the right to disregard it in its own action. Per- 
haps it would be as well to have it understood what are 
the exact limitations of its application.

AN INDIAN SCARE. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the JouRNAL was conversing the’other 
day with an Army officer, who had been 23 years in the ser- 
vice, had served through the war of the Rebellion, and had 
been in action 21 times, including the first battle of Bull 
Ian, and the final charge at Blakely, Ala. 

In the course of conversation, the subject of fright came 
up, and the correspondent asked him if he had ever been badly 
seared? ‘* Yes,” he replied, ‘I was pretty badly scared 
about seven yearsago. I have been in action a good many 
times, have seen considerable of death and danger, have had 
my heart in my mouth frequently, and never went into a fight 
just for the love of it; I suppose I was often scared during 
the war, but if I was, it amounted to nothing in comparison 
to what I am going to tell you, Let me see, it was in the 
summer of 1877, when the Nez Percés campaign was in 
progress in Oregon, Washington Territory, and Idaho, I 
started one day from Wallulu, Wash. Ter., for the Pine 
Tree Rapids, on the Snake River, where work was in pro- 
giess, for the improvement of navigation by blasting out 
rock from the channel. The weather was pleasant, the trail 
ran across a slightly rolling sage brush country, and I was 
mounted on a wiry little pony, one of the kind that loved 
bunch grass, and indignantly turned up his nose at the oats 
of his more civilized and aristocratic brethron. Although it 
was generally understood that Gen, Howard was driving the 
Nez Percés before him, still an occasional Indian, separ ited 
from bis fellows, would be heard from, by some act of devil- 
try. The trail kept well to the east and not far from the 
Snake River. I had no weapons with me, except a small 
pocket pistol, for I anticipated no trouble. After being out 
a couple of hours from Wallulu, I suddenly saw, about 
three hundred yards off, three lndians coming towards me, 
riding at full speed, whirling their rifles in the air, and yell- 
iug like mad devils. Of course I could not tell whether they 
were friendly or hostile, and as they charged down towards 
me, it flashed upon me, ‘if I turn and rua they wil! catch 
me anyhow if they are hostiles, and if they are friendly they 
will tell on me when they get to Wallulu,’ for it was known 
at that place that I had started out that morning. Well, I 
can hardly tell you how much passed through my mind du- 
ring the minute these fellows were coming down upon me, 
but [ faced them and closed my teeth to keep my heart from 
leaping ont. Still they came charging on, whirling their 
rifles and yelling. When within twenty yards of me I could 
restrain myself no longer. but shouted out, ‘ Klah-hyg-geh 
Six!" (How do you do, friends.) Dashing by me with a 
laugh, they called back, ‘ Klah-hyg gah Six,’ and I was all 
right. They were Umatillas who had been hunting jack 
rabbits, When they got into Wallulu, they told the boys 
that that Boston man (meaning me) did not scare at all. 
There never was a greater mistake, for I think for the period 
of about one minute, I was about the worst scared man in 
the United States Army.”

My Dean Sir: I have had a hard time of it during my 
Administration; but, upon a carbful review of all my conduct, I 
should not change it in a single important measure if this were 
now in my power. When the official documents and the facts 
cuine to be presented to the public, I entertain no apprehension 
as to what will be their verdict. On the one side I had been vio-

The following official despatches announcing the loss 
of the Proteus and the fai.ure of the Greely relief ex- 
pedition have been received at Washington : 


Sr, Jouns, N. F., September 13, 
e It ia my painful duty to report the total failure of the expedi- 
on 


The Proteus was crushed in pack in latitude 78 degrees 52 min- 
utes, lonvitude 74 degrees 25 minutes, and sunk on the afternoon 
of the 23d July. My party and crew of ship ail saved. Mace my 
way across Smith Sound and along eastern shore to Cape York, 
thence across Melville Bay to Uppernavik, arriving there ou the 
24th August. The Yantlic reached Uppernavik 24 September, 
and leit same day, bringiug entire party here to-day. All well.

Stores were not leit at Littleton Island, because it was not in 
my programme to doso, It was my aim to establish a depot at 
or near Cape Prescott, and to the northward, as recommended by 
Lieut, Greely, I went to fill gaps caused by the Neplune’s fail 
ure to get above Sabine, See Greely letter, Beebe report, and my 
instructions, Five hundred and fifty-five rations were left at 
Uppernavik by the Yanticfor my party. Part of these met me 
at 4 poiut forty miles north of Tessusak. Ali have been since re 
turned to the Yantic. Tue ultimate reault of any undertaking 
to go north at this time would be extremely problematical, 
Chances are against its success owing to the dark nights now be- 
ginning iu these regions, making ice navigation extremely criti- 
cal work. There is no safe winter anch<« rage on the west shore 
of Greenland, between Disco and Pandora Huirbor, except, per- 
haps, north of Star Bay, the winter quarters of Saunders, How- 
ever, there is a bare chance of success, and if my recommenda- 
tions are approved, I am ready and anxivus to make the effort. 

My pian is to buy a suitable sealer, take the crew from volun- 
teers from the crews of the Yuntic and Powhatan, now in this 
harbor, paying them extra compensation; Livut. J. H. Caldwell 
to command the ship; two ensigns and one engineer, to be taken 

from those who may volunteer from same ships; also to employ 
a competent ice pilot here. The ship must be under the United 
States laws, and subject to military discipline. 1 believe nothing 
can be done with foreign civilians, officers, aad crew. In the 
event of not envugh seamen volunteering, the remainder to be 
enlisted, The commander will communicate with the Navy De- 
partment, If anything is to be done, it must be at once.

Crew aud relief party, after depusiting 
records at Littietou Island and Pandora Harbor, retreated south 
in six boats to Uppernavik, suffering much hardship in Melville 
Bay. The Yavtic reached Littleton Island, August 3, without 
much difficulty. Found records, and immediately proceeded 
southward, Searched coast and islands thoroughly down to 
Saunders Island, Ice pack then closed in, and could neither get 
arouod por through, and was obliged tu retreat under lee of Nur- 
thumbertand Island, 

August 9, south ward gale having loosened pack, wis able to get 
through and continue search, Cuoaat about Cape York filled with 
jee packed close, Cvuld not get within twenty miles of land 
August 10, having ice inall directions but southeast, proceeded 
to Uppernavik. Bent fitteen days’ rations to Lesinsake. [Note,— 
Probably intended for T isvak, @ small settioment between 
Cape Suackleton and Uppernavik, and about turty miles north ot 
the latter], and whaleboat to Cape Shackietun, Twenty-second, 
sailed for ¢ al mive, thence for Gudhaven. 

August 31, Lieut. Caldwell arrived in launch from Uppernavik, 
havin, been thirty-nine days in open boat, Lad separated un- 
der orders trom Caps York. Sailed same day for Uppernavik. 
Found party arrived. September 2, proceeded homeward, 
Rough passage, Permission wished to coal here.

The first officer of the Proteus briefly summarizes the 
expedition as follows: The Yantic and Proteus left St 
John’s at 4p. M., on June 29. The Proteus arrived at 
Godhaven bay, Disco Island, July 6, andthe Yantic ar 
rived there on the 12th. The necessary preparations 
were made and the Proteus sailed for Cory Island, ar- 
riving there on the 16:h. She left on the 21st, and two 
days afterward was crushed, sinking at 7 Pp. M., on July 
23. Twenty-nine days were spent in the boats. Several 
storms were encountered, from which the boats took 
refuge under the lee of icebergs. Lieut. Colwell and 
six of the crew parted company with the others at Cape 
York. They found the Yantic July 31, and reported 
that Capt. Pike and the rest of the crew were moving 
southward. The Yantic reached Cory Island August 
2, and on the same night prooeeded to Pandora harbor, 
where records from Pike and Garlington were found. 
She next proceeded south along the Greenland coast, 
sending boats all around the island in search of the miss- 
ing crew. A storm and heavy pack ice on August 9, 
forced the Yantic to anchor to the leeward of North 
umberland Island. The next day she bore away tor 
Uppernavik, arriving there August 22. On the 27th 
she started for the Waigate coal mines and returned to 
Uppernavik September 2, when Capt. Pike and the 
crew were found and taken on board,

POST AND COMPANY FUNDS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Tuere never was concocted a baser fabrication than 
the allegations made by or published in the New York 
Kvening Telegram regarding Post and Company Funds 
in the U. 8. Army, referred toin your editorial in the 
Journat of Sept. 1. You come nobly to the rescue. 
The allegations in the Telegram are pure falsehoods 
from beginning to end. The commanding officer 
bas not full charge of the Post fund, but an officer 
of the post detailed as post treasurer has. The 
post fund is not disbursed by the commanding officer. 
Every two months, or at each muster for pay, a board 
of three officers, generally the three ranking officers 
after the commarding officer, is detailed to audit the 
accounts af the post treasurer for the past two months, 
and this board make recommendations as to what shall 
be purchased during the next two months, or how the 
post fund, or any portion of it shall be expended. Be- 
fore the post treasurer can expend a cent the recom- 
mendation of the board, commonly known as the 
Council of Administration must be approved by the 
commanding officer. 

Now, my dear sir, this shows on its face at one glance 
that to defraud or misappropriate one cent of the post 
fund collusion must exist between five officers, viz.: 
the commanding officer, the three officers next in rank 
to him, and the post treasurer, whe is some times the 
post surgeon, the post chaplain, or a lieutenant. Not an 
officer’s family or enlisted man’s family could obtain 
the value of a brass pin from the post fund, and I will 
make the assertion that no officer, enlisted man, or the 
families of either, ever received a cent’s worth of value 
out of the post fund since it was first authorized. he 
lie referred to is simply absurd, but hundreds of people 
will read it in the New York Avening Telegram, and 
will believe it, too, because the ignorance that prevails 
among citizens regarding their own Army is aston- 
isbing. 

The same remarks as those made on the post fund 
can also be made about the company or troop fund. 
Strict accounts are kept of both funds, and official 
copies of the accounts are sent not only to department 
headquarters but to the Adjutant General in Washing- 
ton. Each and every story gotten up by newspaper 
correspondents regarding misappropriating the post or 
company funds are the veriest and silliest lies. There 
is no disguising the fact that the manner of raising the 
post fund has many objections, and has most undoubt- 
edly been the cause of a great deal of dissatisfaction in 
the Army. The regimental fund accrues from divi- 
dends of the post fund, and also causes discontent, for 
all soldiers are not leatherheads, by a long shot, and 
every intelligent man naturally inquires why he (or his 
stomach) should be taxed to pay for music which he 
never hears, and is kept perhaps five hundred miles (or 
less) from where he is stationed, and thinks that if Con- 
gress cannot furnish the money to support bands in the 
Army, why, let them An army without bands is 
like a body without spirit or soul, and many a time bas 
the writer seen the weary and tired bodies in a military 
comman d, when they were ready to lie down by the 
roadside, step off briskly and light of foot once more 
when they heard the spirit-stirring sounds of our mar- 
tial music, and the rattle of a drum corps would almost 
make a corpse get up and march. 

God willing, I hope to hear our regimental bands as 
long as I live, but as you say, my dear sir, ‘‘ it is emi- 
nently prorer that their cost should fall upon the Gov- 
ernment,” and no assessment whatever upon either regi- 
mental officers or enlisted men.

NEW TORPEDO BOATS. 


A varae first-class torpedo vessel, built for the Vic- 
torian Government, was successfully lauoched last 
rmoonth from the yard of Messrs. Thornycroft and Co., 
at Chiswick. She is in dimensions very nearly a coun- 
terpart of the Soukhoum, the torpedo vessel which 
sniled from the Thames on the 9th August to join the 
Russiun Fleet in the Black Sea. Her length is 11% ft., 
12 ft. Gin. beam, draught of 6 ft., and, when fully 
loaded with necessary coais, fresh water for eugines and 
crew, provisions, and armament of fuur Whitehead tor- 
pedoes, etc., she will weigh sixty-four tons. A speed 
of eighteen knots is guaranteed, but it is expected that 
she will be equal to twenty-one knots for a continuous 
run of some hours. Her engines, of the compound sur- 
face-condensing type, are of 800 horse-power indicated, 
the cylinders being 244 in. and 14in., with 15 in. stroke. 
Constructed throughout of steel, she has quarter-plating 
the whole length of the engine-room, and, for the better 
protection of the machinery, this light armor is con- 
tinued three inches below the water-line. A dropping 
rudder, fitted at the bow, and worked, like that at the 
stern, by Donaldson’s patent steam stcering gear, will 
enable her to turn quickly in a small circle. No sooner 
was she fairly afloat than one of the pair of single-bar- 
relled Hotchkiss guns which she will carry was brought 
into action for the purpose of firing a salute. 

A torpedo vessel for the Spanish Government has just 
been completed by the Weser Company, of Bremen, 
who have applied to the authorities for permission to 
despatch the vessel through the Eider Canal to the Bay 
of Eckernfoerde, where the trial trips will be made. 

The Grand Duke Alexis has issued an order to the 
effect that the four torpedo boats of the Batowm type, 
now being constructed in England and France for the 
Black Sea Fleet, are to receive the designations of 
Soukhum, Gagri, Poti, and Gelendjik. 

In their officiai trip the French torpedo boat No. 63 
attained a mean speed for a three hours’ run of 20.25 
knots, and No. 64, 20.51 knots. Messrs. Normand 
have received an order for ten more boats of thie first 
class, the dimensions of which are: Length, 108 ft. 
3 in. ; beam, 10 ft. 9 in. ; depth, 8 ft. 6 in. 

There has been launched at Aberdeen, Scotland, & 
vessel for use at Port Natal, which, besides being capa- 
ble of towing ships into harbor, landing troops from 
transports, and rendering other valuable services, may 
in case of need be utilized as a torpedo boat or for pur- 
poses of coast defence.

TESTING A NEW ELECTRIC SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


A TRIAL of the simple but important system of signalizing 
by electricity, in which Lieut, Totten, U. 8. N., and others 
are interested, was recently made on the Ninth Avenue 
Elevated road, between Fiftieth Street and Regotor street, 
this part of the road having been equipped with the appara- 

to keep trains 500 feet distant trom each other. Each 
locomotive carries a small dynamo machine, wound for elec- 
tro-motive force, and the current is continually flowing, 
making a closed electric circuit as a basis of operation. The 
trial proved perfectly satisfactory. Two locomotives 
ovided with the signal apparatus were placed on the 
ack, The foremost one, in stopping ov the 500rfeet cir- 
cuit, automatically started the signal, which instantly set a 
bell ringing in the vab of the locumotive 500 feet in the rear. 
Nor would this bell stop ringing until the locomotive ahead 
moved on and got out of the circuit. The stopping of the 
bell is the signal that no obstruction is ahead. ‘The trial 
demonstrated that uuless both engine-drivers are dead, or 
wilfully negligent, a collision is almost impossible. The great 
simplicity of the invention, and the comparatively small ex- 
pense, seem to indicate its adoption on all the railways.

He has written his ‘ History 
of the Civil War in the United States’ by a pretty accurate 
knowledge of the country, having been himself a staff officer 
with McClellan, and he has waylaid almost every American 
general in France to come and talk with him, and has ex- 
tended perfect hospitality at his chateau. General Sickles 
was one of his guests. McOlellan has been several times his 
guest. He is fond of Americans and proud of his connec- 
tion with this country. 

“ Not long ago General Kirby Smith and a fair soldier living 
in a neighboring State and a friend of his, were associate 
guests of the Comte de Paris at Eu. The Count was search- 
ing for points about the Red River campaign of General 
Banks. is guests say that he spoke English excellently, 
that there were about thirty guests at the table, and that his 
wife seemed to speak the English language with less twang 
than himself.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


IN RE BOCKELMAN. 


Txose who read the reports of the doings of the National 
Guard in the daily papers are doubtless under the impression 
that the 2d Division, N. G. 8.N. Y., coasistas of Private 
Bockelman and a few general officers and regiments of 
troops who serve as a sort of background to throw more con 
spicuously into relief the tigure of the redoubtable Bockel- 
man. He first presented himself as a representative of the 
rights of the National Guard at the State encampment, and 
has ever been kept in view by the labors of a host of eager 
scribes, who have presented him so constantly iu the daily 
papers that we have been hoping for a revolution, a local 
earthquake, or a great fire to divert their attention from him. 
Terribie epistolary m/ssles, too, have been hurled from divis- 
ion headquarters at the head of Ool, Austen, and that offi- 
cer’s Ingenuity has been taxed to the utmost in dodying the 
blows ; ill-feeling has been created between the 13th aud 14.h 
Regiments, criminations and recriminations have passed 
between brigadier-generals and colonels, reams of official 
per have been spoilt ia making inquiries in the case ; the 
udge Advocate General, in his unre nitting attempts to get 
at the bottom of the mystery, is applying the midnight oil 
to such a degree as to be threatened with chronic insomnia, 
civil suits of almost unbeard of magnitude have been inati- 
tuted—all on account of Bockelman, who has become as 
dreadful a figure to the imagination as his compatriot, the 
spectre of the Brocken. 

For the information of the ill-informed we will state that 
Bockelman is the individual who was drammed out of the 
Peekskill camp in the beginning of last July under an arbi- 
trary decision of either LBrigadier-General Robbins or 
Colonel Austen, or both. We cannot undertake to say, 
as they do not agree as to the facts. Since his 
expulsion from camp the man has enjoyed a noto- 
riety which would delight the heart of # star actress. 
Through what seems to us rather a weak exhibition of mis- 
taken sympathy on the part of Gen. Robbins, he was rein- 
stated in his ition as scorer. ‘I'bis was sufticient, it would 
seem, to heal the wounds of Bockelman. But it appears 
that the injuries received are too severe to be healed by an 
other salve than a verdict for $25,000 damages against Col. 
Austen, a snug little amount for the colonel to pay out of 
his receipts as an officer of the National Guard, 

What a pity it is that the 14th Regiment cannot sell Bock- 
elman at the valuation he puts upon himself, or at least 
raffle bim for that amount, Though the summary treatment 
he received gained for him our sympathy at the time, still 
his conduct at the camp should not be forgotten, and it 
sehould be further remembered that he exhibited himself 
there wearing the sergeant’s uniform of his brother, whereas 





PAROLE OF HONOR. 


WE find ex-Lieut. Saint-Genest making a very violent on- 
slaught upon the French War Minister, on the occasivt of 
his receiving promotion in the Legionof Honor, The oppor- 
tunity was a fine one for the enemies of the Minister to wash 
dirty linen in public, and to cry urbi et orbi that General 
Thibaudin broke his parole when a prisoner in Germany. 
However, what M. Saint-Genest says is very serious, espe- 
cially for the French army. ‘*The journals on the other 
side of the Rhine,” he writes, ‘‘ speak thus—‘ Gen, Thibau- 
din, does he or does he not represent the true opinion of the 
vountry in France? Must we henceforward regulate our 
relations with France in accordance with his case? I[t is 
nothing much for a man to break his word of honor ; that 
has often been seen, and in all countries. France is no more 
responsible for Gen, Thibaudin having violated his parole 
than England was responsible for what Capt, Carey did in 
deserting the Prince Imperial. Only. Carey died abandoned 
by the English army ; whereas, M. Thibaudin has just re- 
ceived an exceptional reward.’’”” And M., Suint-Genest, 
admitting the justice of these observations, says that the 
question to know is whether honor, yes or no, is a feeling 
still recognized in France. He then treats us to the position 
of a French officer taken prisoner in some future war, and, 
on offering bis parole, receiving this reply, ‘* But, sir, your 
parole has no vaive ; there is no longer any honor in France, 
since a man who broke his parole has been placed at the 
head of the army, You say that the treason of Gen. Thi- 
baudin is an isolated case ; it is not, however, a question of 
him, but of the homage which has been rendered to him. . . . 
You say tnat this time you are sincere, but you forget that 
your writers have declared that a prisoner, not being free, 1s 
never obliged to keep his engugements, You have the right 
of lying. You must remain.” And unless something be 
done, M. Saint-Genest fears that in future French officers 
taken prisoners will have to find bail—ten, twenty, or thirty

CAMP CHAMBERLAIN, MAINE, 


When the Maine troops marched this year on to their old 
camping ground of last vear, they found, the camp pitched, 
bedsacks filled, and everthing im readiness for them, ‘The 
positions occupied by the differeut arms of the service, in- 
fantry aud artillery, are the same as before. An immense 
marquee was pitched this year in rear of the regimental 
camp as a dining tent, aud with seats sufficient for the eu- 
tire command, the several companies and the regimental 
staff organizations having each a table. A long shed ten 
paces in rear of the marquee was fitted up with a separate 
kitchen for each compavy in rear of its moss table. 
Necessary privacy was secured for the oflivers, while their 
presence in the mess tent exercised a most salutary influeuce 
upon discipline, 

The Commissary Department of the command was aader 
able supervision, the troops being, without any confusion 
whatever, supplied with the Kegulur Army ration, somewhat 
increased by the issue of fruit and fresh vegetables, ‘Tuera 
was an entire absence of complaints anduv waste of the 
ration, 

At 10.454. m., August 21, the Ist Regiment, uuder oom- 
mand of Ool, J. J. Lyuch, took possession of its camp on the 
left of the infantry line, aud at 11.15 the 24 Rogimeut, uader 
Col. Mitchell, took their portion. oth regiments made their 
appearance in most excellent form. Under the new brigade 
organization Johu Marstall Brown, formerly Colonel of the 
lst Regiment, was in command as Brigadier Geueral, reliev- 
ing Major General Chamberlain of his arduous responsibili- 
tics of last year.

A cordon of sentinels was established around the entire 
encampment, under the supervision of a field aud a regi- 
meatal otlicer of the day, This system of guard was & vast 
improvement upon that of last year; in fact it may be said 
that the system adopted iu this last encampment was theo- 
retioally perfect, and if carried to a state of excellence in 
practice, will be above criticism. The individual;perform- 
ance of guard duty during the week was 4 marked improve- 
ment over that of last yoar, due, beyond doubt, to the uni- 
formity of iustryotion which the guard must obtain when 
under one control, aud receiviug daily its instructions froin 
the same source, It may be well to say, however, that the 
custom of endeavoring to violate gentinels posts, as, for in- 
stance, endeavoring, solely for the purpose of amusement, 
to deprive agentinel of his gun, accoulrements, etc., caunot 
be too highly deprecated, especially when participated in by 
officers of rank, 

The entire command had been furnished since the last 
encampment with serviceable blouses aud overcoats. Tae 
w: aring of citizen cloluing og the part of troops was almost 
entirely abolished, thas adding decidedly to the military 
* tout-ensemble,”” Ouly a part, however, of the mena are 
equipped with forage caps, % poruon of them being com- 
pelled to wear the discarded shako for a fatigue cap. Ly 
— year a full complement of fatigue caps should be pro- 
vided. 

The exercises of the first day closed at retreat by a parade 
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of the two regiments consolidated as a battalion, under com- 
mand of Col. Mitchell, of the 24 Regiment. The ceremony 
was very impressive indeed, and, with ove or two minor mis- 
takes, was tactically without error, The men were quite 
steady, and the entire formation highly creditable. Excel- 
Jent order was maintained during the night in camp, and it 
may be said that the firet day was a marked success. 

Wednesday, the 22d, broke upon the encampment clear 
and beautiful, and the reveille gun awakened the command 
to a busy day, By the time for guard mounting. 8 a. m., the 
camp was thoroughly policed and everything in readiness for 
the day's work. The guard was mounted in an excellent 
manuver, cousdering the fact that the adjutant of the 2d 
Regiment, who olliciated, was entirely new to his daties. 
Guard mounting was over by 8 40, and between this time and 
10 A. M. there was nothing done. This time could be protit- 
ably employed by having troop parade at 8 a. m., to be fol- 
lowed immediately by the establishment of a color live in 
front of the line of company tents, and ‘his ceremony fol- 
Jowed by guard mounting would fill up the time until about 
9.30, and still give the men half an hour to rest before the 
morning drill, The more work that is systematically arranged 
for the daily routine of this short week of muster, the better 
it 1s for the men, and certainly the better for the accumula- 
tion of experience on the part of the entire command, 

In forming the color line after troop parade this opportu- 
nity could be embraced by the colonels of the different regi- 
meuts alternately for the purpose of giving the command 
about fifteen minutes exercise (as a consolidated battalion) 
in the manual of arms, which would be ali the time that 
should be devoted to that exercise during the encampment, 
outside of that amount of the manual which forms a part 
of dress ceremonies, 

At 10 A, m. the drill call sounded, and the regiments were 
marched out, and with the battery, mounted, mavj@avred 
simultaneourly on the parade. The colonel of the lst Regi- 
ment dovoted the greater part of the two hours’ drill to 
perfecting bis regiment in the manual of arms, in which be 
made a marked improvement, but as the eucampments are 
of such short durativa the time should be entirely devoted 
to perfecting the troops in the marching manw@uvres. 

The colonel of the 2d Regiment gave his command quite a 
brisk drill, handling it ia @ practical and vigorous manner. 
Several mov ts in changing front in double time were 
well executed. At 12M, the recall sounded and the troops 
were dismissed, The battery executed several movements 
during the morning, and in general the drill was quite fair, 
although the mounted battery drill of this year did not seem 
quite up to the staudard of last summer ; but it is only fair 
to remark that the command has recently changed hands— 
Capt. Proctor, the present commander, paving but a short 
time ago received bie commission, However, from his man- 
agement of the Lewiston platoon it is plain that the battery 
is in competent bande, 

No standing gun drill took place. The material in this 
battery is excellent, and with & proper amount of zeal and 
esprit de corps there is no reason why it should not become 
0.0 of the * crack" orgenizations of the country, 

The evening parade under the supervision of Col. J. J. 
Lyneb, of the First Regiment, was excellently conducted 
and practically correct, with the exseption of one or two 
minor errors, viz., the Oolonel stood at attention during the 
time that the band was playing andthe battalion at parade- 
rest ; and the adjutant after receiving the reports, made his 
report to the colonel upon ordering the first sergeants to 
their ports. 

Excellent order was maintained in camp during the 
evenmg ; but there was some disturbance in the main street 
of Augurta, in the vicinity of the only entrance to the camp- 
grourds. ‘To avoid this the guard should be doubled or 
even trebled, at this point, between retreat and taps, in or- 
der to keep the passage-way clear, or still better, to cause 
the enlisted men to nee the other gate as an exit and en- 
trance, stationing a strong picket guard there to preserve 
order, and to arrest all persons without passes. Amidst 
such confurion, the guard, are, in a great measure, prevent- 
ed from properly attending to their duties, for in a com 
mand where tho me for instruction is so precious as bere, the 
hours when off post should be spent in becoming conversant 
with their duties as sentinels. rporals should spend their 
ontue time either instructing or catechising their reliefs ; in- 
stead of this the creater portion of the time, was employed 
by the guard in talking with thecrowd congregated around 
the teute. During the aiternoon of this day the Governor and 
his council vimited the encampment informally and expressed 
himself bighly pleased with the a»epect of everything. 

Thurrday, the 23d inet., was a beautiful day throughout. 
In the morning the usual guard-mounting took place, the 
ceremony being a highly creditable one, after which the 2d 
Regiment spent a great part of the morning in cowpany 
ski:nmieh firing, under the supervision of Colonel E. 0. Far 
ripgtou, Inspector of litle Practice. The firing was excel- 
lent. ‘Ihe Ist Regiment spent its time in battalion manual 
drill, with some mancuvres, and the battery in the ordinary 
primary movements of the battery, mounted, 

That afternoon being the time appointed for the Gover- 
nor’s review, at 2.30 an escort of honor arrived at the State 
House, and the Governor and his staff, mounted, the latter 
in full uniform, were escorted to the reviewing stand in 
camp, Where be was received with the salute due his rank, 
after which the excort formed in line, and the review took 
place. The passage of the colamn before the reviewing stand 
was beyond doubt a moxt highly creditable manwuvre, The 
men marched well, and the conduct of the entire command 
was such as to reflect the highest credit upon the State. It 
is seldom one seer, under such circumstances, better march- 
ing, or, in fast, troops presenting a more military appear- 
ance iu every way. 

After the review the regiments and the battery executed 
some manmuvrer, when the only accident which occurred 
during the entire week's muster took place, No, 1 of one of 
the pieces of the battery had his hand badly shattered by a 
premature discharge of his piece. The canse of the acci- 
dent was no doubt the combiued carelessness of Nos. 1 and 
3 of that piece, who, in sponging out, left a remnant of 
burning material in the bore, which occasioned the dis- 
charge ; the rammer was blown from the piece some 600 
garde, but fortunately injured no one. The days’ work was 
completed by a most creditable parade, 

Briday, the morning was spent in the usual routine exer- 
cises. General Chamberlain arrived in camp early in the 
day, and in the afternoon he reviewed the troops, the cere- 
mony being, if possible, more ereditable than that of the 
preceding afternoon, 

In the mornwwg General John T. Bichards, the Inspector 
General of the State, iuspected the battery and the 2d regi- 
ment. After the review the Ist regimeut was inspected, A 
general improvement in the appearance of this command 
since last year was manifest, aud we take the pleasure in 
noting the particular excellence of Captain Worton's com- 
pany (Portand Light Infantry.) The cundition of the entire 
command was good, and the colonel, is a zealous and good 
tactician, and will seize these opportunities during the year 
for drill ;purposesa, which have heretofore been allowed to 


escape. 
= The policing of the camp was jexcellont aud the mess ar- 





rangements and company kitchens in a very creditabie con- 
dition, as were also the regimental sinks, which were not, 
however, ‘originally dang deep enough. The afternoon was 
closed by separate regimental parades. The Ist regiment 
parading about half-past five o clock, under its colonel, The 
ceremony was an excellent one, the men being remarkably 
steady i: ranks and the manual of arms very fine. 

This parade was followed immediately by that of the 2nd 
regiment, which ceremony was also such as to reflect credit 
upon that organization, although not quite so well carried 
out as in the ist regiment. 

A. , this parade, the duty of the camp practically 
closed, 

The next morniug early all preparations were made for 
breuking camp, the guards were relieved, and at 8 a. m., at 
the discnarge of one of the battery guns, the tents were im- 
mediately struck and Camp Chamberlain was a thing of the 


past. 

It is to be regrefted that it could not, have been prolonged 
into a week, as it was last year. The whole encampment 
was a complete sncces#, and experience both to officers and 
men cannot fail to be of immense service to them. 

Maine has not, as yet, taken advantage of the recent 
legislation, which allows maritime States to draw seacoast 
cannon from the general Government, for the establishment 
of heavy batteries. Steps should be taken to re*p all possi- 
ble advantage from the opportanity thus afforded. 

The colonel of the lst Regiment should secure the co-op- 
eration of the captains of the lst Regiment iu Portland, five 
in number, including the battery and the *‘ Cadets,” for the 
ee of establishing a regular series of battalion drills 
during the fall and spring. The city furnishes an excellent 
drill grouud, 

The brigade formation should be continued, as it gives 
compactness to the small command. No stronger evidence 
of the ability of the brigade commander, Gen. J. M. Brown, 
could be required than the marked success which attended 
bis efforts ia the last encampment.

THE CONNECTICUT ENCAMPMENT. 


Ir is well known that Mr. Archibald Forbes—who has been 
se tin these later tines to supplement Jomini and grease the 
wheel of military progress—onve said something very compli- 
mentary about the Connecticut militia. Ever since Mr. Forbes 
said what he ssid he has been regarded as the tutelary god of the 
o ticut Nati | Guard, and it has been through no fault ot 
the Connecticut local press that the National Guards of otiatning 
commonwealthe have remaiced uuaware that Mr. Forbes sai 
exactly what he did. It therefore followed that the National 
Guardsmen of New York, Khode Island, Massachusetts, and else- 
where put up prayers to their own tutelary divinities, saying, 
‘Lol we are oppressed with the too utterly utter excellence oi 
this Connecticut crowd, Come put usa head on it.’’ And it tol- 
lowed that the several divinities aturesaid, after the manner of 
the yods and god in and d Troy, resolved that they 
would merge all personal differences and make it uncomtortable 
tor Forbes’s proté,es,so that they would be compelied to hide their 
diminished heads, And with a just appreciation of what would 
do the busi in nine P ts out of ten, they arranged 
with the clerk of the weather to settle the hash of the Connecti- 
cut troops with a general storm, But the tutelary Forbes, in- 
spiring Lis people with a generous ardor, not only caused all 
these machinations to be fruitiess, but so ordered things that the 
Connecticut militia can look back to a week in which they have 
done more valaable work than ever, and more thoroughly de- 
monstrated that whatever Mr. Forbes said, it was, in the words 
of Gilbert and Sullivan, “ exactly so." 

The encampment at Niantic, which ended on the 15th, has, 
despite the weather, been a success, and it way be broadly stated 
that ip view of the real purpose of such av encampment, the bad 
weather was ap absolute advantage, for these perivdical assemb- 
lages are primarily for instruction and physical discipline, and 
only secondarily tor exbibitions, and consequently the Nationa! 
Guardsmen should bave a taste of everything. It is possibie 
that, taking into view that four days out of the six were stormy, 
a good many may have thought that they had more than a taste, 
and that they were compelled to bite off more than they coula 
chew; but now that it is all over aud the temporary discomfurts 
are passed, it is looked upon as a valuable experience, and in 
future encampments under cloudless skies the veterans of 1883 
will brag of the hardships they passed through with the ever- 
i ing dacity of one of Sherman's bummers, 

In addition to the admirable weather (for, having committed 
myself to that adjective, I shall stick toit), other things con- 
spired to make the P ta It wae the largest 
encampment ever had, tor, iu addition to there being a greater 
number in the old regiments, there was one entirely new organ- 
ization present. Three hundred more men than were predicted 
were present, there being a grand total of over 2,100 officers and 
men, The vew organization, 5: Battalion, composed of colored 
men, created @ very favorable impression, and, though lacking 
experience in a number of things, it compared well with the 
older organizations, 

Again, the very important improvements in the internal 
economy of the camp struck every one, The unsightly holiows 
on the parade have, during the last year, been filled in and 
grassed over—providing one of the finest of fields for reviews and 
manoeuvres, Permanent mess halis and kitchens have been put 
up, in which the convenience of the troops has been studied, so 
as to obtain the maximum of service with the minimum of con- 
fusion, Everything connected with them was neat and orderly, 
and the offal and remains of the food were regularly carried away 
and disposed of in such a way as to prevent any nuisance arising 
therefrom. Fully three bundred yards in rear of the camp an 
immense pit was duy, into which at regular times all this mass 
ot matter whieh, if leit in barrels in rear of the kitchens, would 
have become offensive, was deposited and covered with earth. 
As aconsequenes no disagreeable odor was apparent any where. 
The men's sinks were equally worthy of notice tor their cleanli- 
ness and the admirable way in which they were prevented trom 
becoming offensive, The sutiers' tents wore under rigid super- 
vision, and the requirements for enforcing cleanliness were 
equally stringent and systematic. Water tor the camp was ob- 
tained by driven wells, from which the water was pumped, A 

ticeable feature ted therewith was that all around each 
pump the earth had been taken away and the square hole thus 
formed had been filled with broken stone. The usual quagmire 
was thus prevented, 

The arrangement of the encampment was the same as last 
year nearly, save that another battalion was added. The neatness 
of the company and regimental streets was noticeable, and the 
regularity with which the tents were pitcued equally so. Tele 
phones connected all parts, one with another, and the general 
healiquarters were connected with the depot. Comtortable 

tab] dated the horses of the mounted officers, and the 
battery, and large buildings for the use of the staff departments 
were bg aye yor ny | placed and app tly syst tically man 
aged, In all the business of this camp it was apparent not only 
that syat ic and b ike arrang ta were the rule, 
but that the New Eagiand principle of saving of labor was car- 
ried out, Tue resuit of a careful survey made by me in company 
with Major Burdett, the Eagineer on General Smith's stat, 
showed that everything was done thoroughly that was done, and 
=a ‘ Lg proper way to do it hadevidently been carefully

RANK OF THE BATTALIONS AS TO MERIT. 
There is no doubt that as a body there is no equa! number o 
State troops that surpass this brigade. I most caretully watched 
all the regiments at drill, aud observed a ready compre! i 


the 2d and Ist are very slight as far as battalion movements go ; 
if anything the lst hes slightly tue advantage. The guides of 
this regiment are evidently well posted, and there is a pr mpt. 
ness in executing the orders of the colonel, which is noticeabig 
on the part of company commanders. I should say that both the 
Ist and 2d were about even, if I had not been struck with this 
promptitude on the part of the guides of the Ist. In marching 
both of these regiments have the fault of keeping too close ranks. 
It is the result of a desire to have « solid line, and it deprives the 
men of that freedom which they will require if they should sud. 
denly have to use their rifles, I suppose that as long as the 
injudiciou : continue to applaud a pertectly straight line as thy 
fruition of soldiership, it will be useless to call attention to th, 
fact that there is such a thing as too much solidity. Butin ty, 
firings and in the manual there is no question that the 2d is th, 
superior battalion, I carefully serutinizcd the manual at parads 
of all the regiments aad the superiority of that of the 2d bat. 
talion was marked. 

The other battalions, 3d and 4th, are about as nearly matched 
asthe 2iand Ist. Either one of them is asuperior battalion ag 
regiments go, but they labor under disadvantages resulting from 
their companies being more separated, which I understand dogs 
not obtain in the others. Take these four regiments aod put 
them together into camp for a month and it would be difficult to 
predict which would be the best at the end. As for the 5th Bat. 
talion it would seem that it had not had sufficient battation dri|), 
The individual companies did well and appeared to be quite wel! 
drilled , bat there was a lack of cohesion in the body as a batta). 
ion. Itisa fine body of men well sized and quite well set up, 
Everything about them as far as I could see by casual inspection 
was neat, clean, and well fitted, and if carefully and systematica) 
ly drilled, I see nothing to prevent this battalion ranking among 
the trast next year, Tie material is excellent. 

The only other organization on which remarkein general re. 
quire to be made is the battery. J consider this as about the best 
battery I have ever seen in the militia. It must be considered 
that it never drills but once a year as a battery, and that its 
horses are recruited from contiguous plows and adjacent express 
wagons. Among the surprising thiugs of this camp nothing more 
surprises than the sang froid with which these amiable brutes 
transform themselves from Dobbins into. the war horses of Job, 
Talk about the adaptability of the American citizen soldier! It 
is a remote circumstance to that of the Connecticut farm-horse, 
A week ago, and the rattle of the milkmaid’s pail would have 
filled each one with tremors. Now they serenely pull the pro- 
longed gun or gallop proudly amid a whirlwind of blank cartridges 
Capt. Lee and his officers and men appear to me to understand 
their environment better than any, Wuile they are susceptible to 
criticiam for neglect of certain niceties of drill, they have the 
true idea that man was not made fur the sabbath, and the pur- 
pose of drilling is to accomplish certain results, and not a mere 
exercise for itself alone. To use the expressive phrase of the 
boundless West, the battery was “‘alwave thar,’ and when it is 
considered that it is more important to de thar, than to be 
getting thar, one can forgive @ faulty interval or a distance lost 
in accomy lishing the teat. 

In what may be termed the spectacular exercises, guard-mount- 
ing aud parades and reviews, there was little to warrant criti- 
cism, Tuere bas been, in the opinion of your correspondent, too 
much stress Jsid on extreme excellence in these things, The 
real efficiency of a body of troops is to be discovered in the way 
in which it performs its practical duties, A dress coat does not 
make a man a leader ot the German, As far as I could see, these 
ceremonies were well done. Dress parade was notably good, 
The manual of all was good, and the formations were prompt 
and tactically correct. The review on Friday by the Governor 
was nol only a fine spectacle, but exceptionally so. The steadi- 
ness @ the whole brigade was unusual in snch a body. In this 
connection, it may be well to remark that the military virtue of 
puoctuality was prominently displayed. There were no annoying 
delays, and the review passed off promptly and quickly. The 
marching of all was excellent, subject to the remarks with re 
gard to a too close order mentioned before. The consolidated 
band was feature of this ceremony, and ive excellent music and 
fine appearance called forth merited applause. 

The appearance at this ceremony of the Governor’s Foot 
Guards added materially to the display. The peculiar nature of 
this organization takes it ont of the domain of ordinary military 
criticism, as it does not profess to be anything more than it is—s 
guard of honor. But while its rather bizarre unitorm may lead 
some severe military critica to consider it as a survival of the 
ante-bellum “‘milisn,”’ it must bs remembered that, io view of 
its long and continuous service, it has the right to wear what it 
“darn pleases,’’ especially as its uniform is, in all material 
points, the same as it has worn for years, as Tam given to under- 
stand. According toall the rules of military propricty, ite sen- 
tority asa military orgauization thould have entitled it to the 
right of the line. In marching, and in appearance as a body, it 
certainly asked no odds from any,and Iam giad to be able to 
way this, as, being 112 years old, it practically demonstrates that 
“there were great men before Agamemnon,”’ 

The guard duty, as far as | was able to see, was performed as 
well as it usuaily is. Some sentinels were alert; others were in- 
different. I saw several carrying their arms at a carry on post, 
and saw some sentinels sitting down. But as a rule, they per- 
fermed their duties well, and paid the proper courtesies to uffi- 
cers, lodividual saluting was rather an exception. Betore no- 
ticing the svam battie, | wish to say that the Signal Corps was 
active and energetic. To perpetuate an Hiberoiciem, they were 
unflagging in their efforts, and, if we may judge from appear- 
ances, were constantly saying things like the well-known Oily 
Gammon, Esq. 


THE SHAM BATTLE. 


The sham battle was undoubtedly the event of the week for 
the troops themselves, if not the spectators. Originaliy intended 
for Wednesday, the storm preveuted its occurrence, But it was 
resolved by the higher powers that it should occur the next day, 
rain or shiue, and the necessary orders were issued. Early 
Chursday morning, therefore, all the proper preparations having 
been made, the command took upits way to Fianders, at the 
head of the Niantic river. When about two miles from that place 
the attacking torces, under the command of Gen. Smith, halted, 
and the 3d Regiment, Col. Tubbs, which was detailed aa the de 
fence, proceeded to the battle ground. Marching both on the 
road and on either flank of it, it was conducted to Straits Biidye, 
and its artillery placed in position and a skirmish line deployed. 
Betore, however, these dispositions were fully made, the enemy, 
consisting of the balance o: the brigade, wade their appearance 
and attacked with ardor, It is possible tnat if this attack had 
been genuine it would have resulted in disaster tu the attacking 
party. A vigorous fire was kept up by the Spartan bapd of 
Colonel Tubbs, but as the plan of the battle contemplated his 
retreat he was reluctantly compelied to forego such au admirable 
opportunity to put a head on his incautious opponents, and tell 
oack at discretion, pursued with the avidity which only blank 
cartridges inspire by the victurious enemy. The fighting w 
mainly done in skirmishing order, until the 3d Regiment, having 
been assembied on a strong position, turned savagely ov its pur- 
suers and resolved to door die. At this point the carnage wa 
theoretically fearful. Heavy volleys were delivered, the artillery 
cast every imaginable projectile at the desperate defenders, and 
“all the current of the heavy fight’ went on until after « pro 
longed resistance the battle terminated with equsl giory to the 
offance and defence, Without doubt there were many cases 
where, if tbe thing had been real, the bout would have been 08 
the other leg, but still the experience in the turmoi] snd con 
tusion was valuable, and every ove acquired a certain ides of 
what the reality would look like. It is to be hoped that such 
affairs will become more and more customary each year. It 
would be well if the manoeuvres should so nearly approach 
reality that the attacking and defending parties should be lett to 
carry out their own plans to capture or hold acertain position. 
Subject them tocertain general rules relating to war aod 
umpires decide whether those ru es are carried out, and that 
what is attempted is practicable, Such a sbam battle would 
necessitate study on the part of commanders, modwrate the 10 
di t enthusiasm of the participants, and really be a training. 





of avd prompt execution of all commands. Some commands 
were evidentiy better drilied in one thing thaa another—that 
is acommon thing.

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will inevitably come into play some day. When it 
turn for the investment will be four fold.

THE INDIANAPOLIS ENCAMPMENT. 


The “Free for All” Infantry Driill.—The formation of the In- 
dianapolis Light Infantry was rapid and accurate; open ranks 
executed without mistake; general appea: ance excellent; bearing, 
military and gracetul; uniforms well kept, neat and new; arms 
very clean with oue exception; thie company at least recognized 
the importance of this point of the inspection; accoutrements 
properly blacked, brasses bright; cleanliness excellent. The 
ranks were promptly and properly closed after inspection; 
manual rapid and accurate; one stack on the left was slowly 
made, In drilling by the numbers the uumbers were slizhted in 
some cases. In unfixing bayonets the men turned their bodies 
toward the left side. Iu executing the manual on the march, the 
pands were not dropped together. Firing by the numbers was 
marred by ove man on the right not executing the right oblique 
and two men the left oblique. Captain did not give command 
distinctly aud seemed a little flurried in this part of the pro- 
gramme. Firings without the numbers fair. For these move- 
ments the company was faced about, the rear rank becomirg the 
front and vice versa, which probably caused a man in the front 
rank to bring his piece to a vertical position at the command 
“jeft oblique.” In firing by file No. lof the last set was slow.

mmand “ cease firing ’’ was not given before command “ rise,” 
Alignments were very good, except ‘ backwards to the right, in

In wheeling platoons to the right at double time the 
left four of first platoon broke badly, This company drilled so rap- 
idly as to complete ihe programme, and execute oue or two extra 
movements. This company, guided by their present officers and 
continuing in their hard work, hasa brilliant future. It is one 
of the best drilled companies in the United States. Mark, 96.1 
out of 100.0. First prize, $1,500. 

Tho Branch Guards of St, Louis, Co, G, 34 Missouri, presented 
fine appearance as they marched upon the drill ground. For- 
mation was a little slow and lacked lite. I'he lst sergeant fixed 
bayonets before calling the roll, Opening of ranks consumed too 
much time, General appearance neat, and well sized; good mili- 
try bearing, except a file here and there who needed setting up. 
Dreay, excellent. Bores of muskets were rusty and dirty; minor 


parts of the lock in many instances rusty. This we believe was" 


due to the fact that these guns were borrowed for the occasion, 
their own guns failing to arrive on time. Accoutrements, how- 
ever, were in good condition, Cleanliness, excellent, Close ranks 
was well executed, 

Movement No, 10, being “in line on the march, form single 
rank to the right, double time, and continue the march,” was ex- 
ecuted by halting after forming the line, 

Manual by the uumbers was excejlent, but the captain was 
very slow and seemed to hesitate and thiok before giving com- 
mands, 

Two men on the left were slow dropp ng their left hands in 
coming from arms port to carry. In “‘secure and carry’ one man 
remaiued at acarry. Supposing tbat this man was paying atten- 
tion and did not hear the command, we consider his plan an ex- 
cellent one. Far better to remain still thau to attempt to exe- 
cute some movement by guess a minute after the rest, and 
thereby spoil the work of the whole company, In resuming armas 
from the stack, par, 117, page 52, Upton’s Infantry Tactics reads: 
“And return the pieces to the order arms.” Referring to order 
arme, par, 75, Upton, we see that the left hand is near the right 
steady the piece. Although ‘take arms’’ is not executed by the 
bumbers, yet we would raise the question whether the above 
reading does vot require the piece in returving trom resuming 
arms to be brought to right side and immediately to ‘‘lower the 
piece gently to the ground, drop the left hand by the side.”’ A 
few msn iu this command bring their pieces to the right side and 
lowering them with the right hand without the assistance of the 
left, Nu», 1, last set of fours, did not generally drill as well as the 
restof the company. The manual without the numbers was 
almost faultless. Firings were fine, In recover arms one man 
fired. In lett oblique by the numbers the click was irregular. 
Commands were slightly anticipated in this part of the pro- 
gramme, especially by No. 3, rear rank, first set of fours. In lett 
oblique without the numbers one man was unsteady, and in the 
d'rect fire just after one man was slow coming to aim and fired 
after the rest, In fire kneeling, left oblique, one man brought 
up*his piece before the command. The company came into line 
irregularly in double time io column of fours from single rank.

The programme was the hardest and longest which has come 
Under our notice for several years at contests in the West.

At the sight of the lite girl with golden 
tresses and sparkling blue eyes, Jack's face lighted up. ‘Then, 
hanging his head for « moment, memory seemed to carry the 
poor fellow to his own bonnie daughter or to his old home, 
and his head bent sorrowfully to his breast. The next in- 
stant he was standing erect gazing at the child, while a big 
tear-drop ran down his weather-beaten cheek, and mingled 
with a good-natured smile. ‘Then, as if by some magic 
power, his clear tenor voice broke forth into a weird soa 
song, beginning : 

We are bounding away 

O'er the rolling main, 

And my bonnie sweet lass is behind, | 

As he was beginning the second verse, the little girl, gaz- 

ing into his face with a look of mute pleasure, one of the 
inmates of the ward, a tull, low-birowed man, who is consid- 
ered a dangerous subject, crept up behind Jack, and said to 
him: “If IL only hada koife and a rope, 1 would fix that 
baby,” pointing to the little girl, The smile on Jack's faco 
fled instantly, and a look of hate took its place, Wheeling 
about, he dealt the maniac a terrible blow with bis tist, 
knocking bim several yards, although he was nearly twice as 
large as Jack, Then, before he could recover, Jack un- 
backled his army waist belt, and, springing upon the half- 
fallen man, dealt him a rapid series of blows with the heavy 
lead buckle attached to it, making several gashes on his 
head, from which blood flowed freely. ‘The attendants, who 
were preparing dinner at the time, rushed up at this juac- 
ture, and led the men away. 


THE ARMY OF ANNAM, 
Tue army of the King of Annam is reckoned officially at 
200,000 men. Of these 40,000 garrison the capital, and half 
that number is assigned to Hanoi and the surrounding for- 
tresses Nam Dinh, Ninh Biub, Bach Ninh, and other places 
in Yonguin, The rest are ordinarily disguised in civilian 
attire, and are not to be distinguished from harmless agri- 
culturista.

There is, accordingly, the less compuuction in putting them 
through the prescribed texts, ‘I'he first of these is to assault 
the raw recruit violently with a sabre, The sabreis a wooden 
one, certainly ; but the drill sergeant hits hard, and knows 
from personal experiesce where it hurts most. Operations 
commence on the back and end with blows on the head. 
The recruit who stands battering about the bead for a mat- 
ter of five minutes without uttering « groan or flinching, 
even involuntarily, is hailed as @ tiuished soldier and ex- 
cused further “drill.” ‘'o shrink, or even to moan, when 
beaten on the head with the wooden sabre is considered 
pardonable, and the victim is noted down as an * ordinary 
soldier, instead of an “ able bodied” one, But the recruit 
who cries out when he is hit on the body or confesses by 
wriggle that the exercise is painful is reported for punish- 
ment and then put througu a new course of instructiup. 
The punishment usually consists in @ certain number of 
blows from & bamboo ou the upper part of the thighs, 40
